ENGINEER’S EXPLANATION. 


Mr. Johnstone Wright, Belfast's electrical 
engineer, reported to the Belfast Electricity 


Committee yesterday that the failure of the 
supply last Friday evening was due to a faulty 
relay in connection with the generative pro- 
tective gear at the Harbour Power Station. 


This gear was provided to safeguard the 


generators against serious damage in the 
event of a fault developing on the windings. 


With reference to the occurrence the 


engineer made this comment :—‘‘It is most 
annoying that a defect, particularly of pro- 


tective gear, should interrupt the whole 


supply in this way; but it can truly be said 


that progress in electricity supply engineering 
has largely been built up on the experience 
by such defects, and here is a typical 


ss liable to be affected by small 


this source.

Mr. P. J. Mulvany, T.D., said that it was 
his ambition to see the small holders of 
Meath get sufficient land to enable them to 
bring up their children in comfort. 

A resolution was adopted calling on the 
Land Commission to take over certain farms 
in the district which were advertised for 
sale, and to parcel them out among the ad.

NATIONAL EXECUTIVE 
i TO MEKT.

Senator J. T. O'Farrell presided yesterday 
afternoon over a conference of representatives 
of the trade unions which are likely to be 
afiected by the Shannon scheme. There was 
a large attendance of delegates, representing 
ali sections of transport, shipping and eng!- 
neering. 

A. discussion took place in respect to the 
effevt on the general Labour movemeni of the 
proposals made by Siemens-Schuckert, and 
‘the steps that should be taken “to prevent the 
degradation of. the standard of life involved 
in these proposals,”’ 

«The conference was adjourned until 11 
v clock to-day, 

In the meantime a meeting of the National 
Executive of the Labour Party will be held 
with a view to btinging forward definite pro- 
posals for consideration by the conference this 
morning.

CONTRADICTORY STATEMENTS 
FROM OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 

7 c LIMERICK, Monday. 

The situation in the Shannon labour dis- 
pute at Limerick, which for the past few 
weeks has remained more or less dormant, has 
undergone a new development. 

The National ex-Service men, who a couple 
of ‘months ago became affiliated with the 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, held 
a meeting in the Town Hall on Sunday to con- 
sider their position. It is stated that after 
an interchange of views the members almost 
unanimously decided to sever their connec- 
tion with the Transport Workers’ Union and 
to accept work on the Shannon scheme. 

It-is understood that an offer of work had 
heen made to these men before the meeting 
in connection with the unloading of cargoes in 
Limerick Docks for Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert 
at a rate of wage of 14s. per day, and also in 
the laying down of a line of railway between 
the docks and the Great Southern system at 
Rosbrien, on the Cork and Kerry sections 
of the railway. 

It is stated that the ex-Service men decided 
to accept the work, but deferred taking it 
up petidlin the result of the Labour confer- 
énce in Dublin yesterday, 

Meanwhile the Strike Committee pickets 
continue on duty at certain points in the 
city. Work continues to be carried on in. the 
city and at Ardnacrusha in connection with 
the Shannon scheme. 

A statement which is contradictory of what 
is said to have taken place at Sunday's meet- 
ing appeared in the Limerick Leader this: 
evening. It states that at a general meetin 
| of the Limerick National Army ex-Officers 
and Men’s section of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’: Union yesterday in the 
Towr Hall the following resolution was passed 
unanimously :— 

‘That. we, the members of the above organi- 
sation, stand fast, and that we call on the 
Labour Party to use every means in their 
power to end the present crux on the Shannon 
scheme. ‘That we call on the officials of the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union 
to prevent their members from handling all 
classes of machinery, coal, foodstuffs, . etc., 
that are used in connection with the work on 
| the Shannon scheme.”’ 


MEN TREATED AS 
‘CHATTELS.

LABOUR LEADER AND THE 
MINISTRY. 


Mr. ‘Fhomas Johnson, T.D., severely 
eriticiséd the ment im its attitude 
towatds labour in connection with the 


Shannon scheme at a public meeting in Kil- 
kenny on last Sunday, and declared that, 
having regard to that attitude, they should 
adopt all reasonable means to put an end to 
the present Ministry. 

The Government, he said, was carefully 
carrying out a design to reduce the standard 
of diving of the working people of this 
country. -The Labour Party had been de- 
manding and insisting that the Government 
should deal with this problem of unemploy- 
ment as they would deal with the problem of | 
defence against foreign invasion or against 
internal trouble. Phe Government had 
brought down wages, but made no attempt to 
bring down profits and prices. 

Mr. Johnson went on to deal with the 
Labour Party’s attitude regarding the 
Shannon scheme, and said that the rate of 
wages offered by the contractors, with the 
approval of the majority of the Dail, was one 
which could never be defended on principle. 
The Government that had come back from 
Rome,’ declared Mr. Johnson, in face of Pope 
Leo’s charter dealing. with the relation of 
employer and employed, which President 
Cosgrave might have read when he went to 
to me—that Government told them that 
they as a Government were not concerned 
with a man’s wife and children; they were 
not concerned with a man’s soul, 


TURNING OUT THE MINISTRY. 

“I say with all the great precision that is 
attributed to me,” added Mr. Johnson, * that 
it would be better to postpone the Shannon 
scheme father than they should lay down that 
as.a basis. We are never going to make a 
countty to be proud of if we are going to 
start on this assumption, that men are to be 
treated as chattels. If they were going to 
build up the new societies in this country, 
and if they were to be built up regardless of 
those human considerations, then let us have 
no Shannon scheme, and let them have no 
pretensions to building up new societies.”’ 

Proceeding, the speaker said that in his 
judgment it was necessary for the people of 
the country, having regard to the attitude of 
the Government, to adopt all reasonable 
means to put an end to the present Ministry. 
He, for one, would do his utmost for anything 
that he thought was going to promise stccess 
on bringing an end to the present Ministry 
and supplanting it by one which would be 
more likely to conform to those ideals which 
the same.

Australia’s Verdict. 


Although the final figures have not yet 
been published, the general election in 
Australia’ seems to have: resulted in a 
striking victory for Mr. Bruce and his 
Government.” When the Federal Parlia- 
ment was dissolved in last September the 
Nationalists had thirty-two seats in the 
House of Representatives, against the 
Country Party’s fourteen and Labour’s 
| twenty-nine. Now, as it» appears, the 
Nationalists will have thirty-seven seats ; 
the Country Party’s representation will 
remain at fourteen, but Labour will have 
only twenty-four, having lost five seats to 
the Government. The Senate results are 
not yet complete, but there is little doubt 
that the Government will have a good 
working majority. The-alliance between 
the Nationalists and the Country Party 
has been strengthened enormously, and, to 
all intents and purposes, the two parties 
will vote: as one in both Houses. Thus 
Mr. Bruce’s bold policy has succeeded. 
il position in Australia three months ago 
was ‘extremely serious. The shipping 
strike, which at first was nothing more 
than: an ordinary trade dispute, was ex- 
panded into the most dangerous propor- 
tions. Virtually, the: whole shipping of 
the Commonwéalth was brought to a stand- 
still. Profiting. by the general confusion 
which followed this stoppage, Communist 
agitators set to work, and there was a 
strong spirit of Bolshevism abroad. The 
issue was made quite clear. The extremjsts 
were determined to capture Australia “wid 
to make an end of decent rule. They did 
everything in their power to embarrass. the 
Government, and gradually were extending 
their influence from the cities to the re- 
motest districts of the: various: Federal 
States when Mr. Bruce decided to appeal 
to the people for a direct verdict between 
order and chaos. He took a considerable 
risk; for the Communists were well 
organised throughout the country, but the 
alternative was surrender to extremism. 
In order to ensure a really national ex- 
pression of opinion he introduced a system 
of compulsory voting under which any 
elector who failed to.record a vote would 
‘be liable to a fine of two pounds. The fact 
that there was an average poll of about 
ninety per cent. proves that the experi- 
ment was justified. 

Throughout Australia the Government 
has increased its voting strength. Mr. 
Bruce himself had an enormous majority, 
and all his Ministers, with one exception, 
were returned with largely increased polls. 
Australia will not have Bolshevism. Mr. 
Bruce has been given a clear mandate 
against it, ahd the coufitry will expect 
him now to make a clean sweep: of those 
elements of sedition and whrest which have 
been trying to create chaos in the Common- 
wealth. A strong Australia is essential to 
the best interests of, the British Empire. 
Already the centre ef gravity of world 
politics. has been. moved from the North 
Sea to the Pacific Ocean; If ever there is 
another naval war, it almQst certainly will 
be decided in the Pacific, and. Australia is 
Britain’s outpost in that gréat expanse of 
sea, An Australia torn by. Communist 
intrigue would be a source of weakness te 
the whole British Commonwealth—s 
happy hunting ground for malcontents. 
of all kinds. That danger, fortwpately, 
has been averted. The Australian Gevern- 
ment now has an opportunity of eatablish- 
ing the State on a firm basis for all time. 
If Mr. Bruce can contrive to attract the 
moderate elements of organised Labour to 
tho standard of stability, he will deal the 
cause of Communism a fatal blow. The

The news fróm China continues to be a 
veritable Chinese puzzle. 
place, that vast country is distracted with 
local wars which, for the average Euro- 
pean, are as meaningless and as confusing 
as those of the ancient, Hittites, Hivites, 
Jebusites and Amalekites. In the next 
place, the plans and policies of the leaders 
seem to change with bewildering 
rapidity.

Peking.. is. powerless, and the - pro- 
vincial governors, like the English 
barons. of King Stephen's time, are 


nothing better than' a band of highly 
placed: and unscrupulous robbers. Of the

of the rival. armies at Troy. Chang- 
Tso-lin is, perhaps, the most powerful man 
id China to-day. A plain and vigorous 
soldier, of Antony's type, he-is the un- 
disputed lord of Manchuria, and there 
was a prospect, some time ago, that his 
southward advance might make him master 
of Peking. During recent: weeks, however, 
he has been thréatened with an alliance 
of hostile forces, and the latest telegrams 
report that he is preparing to withdraw 
his troops from Shantung to Tientsin. His 
chief rival, Wu Pei-fu, a man of austere 
life and scholarly tastes—the Brutus to 
Chang's Antony—is once more active in 
the South. There is also Feng Yu-hsiang, 
the “Christian General,” who, with the 
aid of the Russian Bolsheviks, has become 
a formidable factor in the national 
anarchy, The present movements and 
intentions of these three leaders are so 
obscure that two reports are finding equal 
currency—one that Chang is ready to come 
to terms with Wu, and the other that Wu 
and Feng have reached an agreement to 
combine against Chang.

Microbes. 


The story tells that a lady, renting a 
flat, was informed that she would not be 
allowed to keep either a dog or a cat. 
She stipulated for permission to keep a 
bitd, and then arrived leading oh a chain 
an ostrich. A taste for curious pets 
might have led her in later days to the 
choice of microbes. 
there is a menagerie of microbes which is 
described by the Scientific Correspondent 
of The Times. The Medical Research 
Council has issued a catalogue in which 
over 2,000 living strains of bacteria and 
protozoa preserved at Chelsea Gardens are 
recorded. Classification of these. tiny 
creatures is difficult; for they cannot be 
distinguished by size, form, colour and 
structure like beings which are visible to 
ths unaided eye. The various species are 
recognised by habits or functions. The 
range of temperature favourable to sur- 
vival, the nutrient mixture in which it 
can live, odour, effect in producing disease 
in plants or animal tissues—these ate the 
pleasant characteristics by which the 
bacteriologists identify their charges. 
Some of the microbe clans are cultivated 
as fighters of different kinds of bactlli; 
others may be made to work for their liv- 
ring in grafting flavours of foreign cheese 
on plain English stocks or even in improv- 
ing poor qualities of tobacco leaf. Man 
is deserting his old comrades, the horse | 
and the dog, and now he is domesticating | 
the microbe.

MR. O’CASEY’S PLAY WELL

hoped that the. Chinese Government 
will agree, sooner or later, to meet 
the necessary and legitimate requirements 
of the Western delegates; but, even in 
that event, the conference's gravest 
problem will remain unsolved. ©The 
Chinese Government’s guarantee to abolish 
“likin” and to devote some part of the 
increased tariff revenues to public services 
would be worthless apart from the Govern- 
ment’s capacity to make its writ run 
throughout the whole of China, To-day 
its writ is impotent outside the walls of 
Peking. It is m@nifest, therefore, that the 
success of the Tariff’ Conference demands 
the effective union of China under a single 
Govéfnm-nt. With a dozen, warring 
tuchuiis in the 21d, the-hope of’ such 
unity is slight, but, such as it is, it ought 
not to be abandoned. The approach of 
winter will postpone any serious fighting 
until next spring, and the interval will give 
statesmanship its opportunity. China may 
win peace if she will follow the precedent 
which a not less war-weary Europe set for 
her at Locarno, . If, during the next three 
months, though the ' n st brokership of 
the Western Po~ers, Chang and Wu and 
Feng and half-a-dozer other “war lords 
could ‘e brought into conference, a settle- 
ment of Chinese aff:irs might be arranged 
on a basis of common interests.

THE PIRANI TRIO. 


The Pirani Trio, a group new to Dublin, 

ave a pleasant recital in the Royal Dublin 
iety’s premises yesterday, the programme 

comprising trios by Mozart, Schumann and | 
Tchaikowsky. Mr, Max Pirani is the pianist, 
Miss Leila Doubleday<the violinist, and Mr. | 
Charles Hamburg thé ‘cellist. The three 
players worked in perfect accord. They were | 
not always perfect in balance, for the cellist | 
was rather noticeably reluctant to bring his 
part into prominence. In the Schumann trio, 
especially, he might well have come to the 
front occasionally. Granting that the close 
tissue of the pianoforte part tends to obscure 
the duller tones of the ’cello, while the violin 
sails clear, there were times, nevertheless, 
when boom and burr of the lower string» 
would have been welcome. Miss Doubleday 
frequently left the way open for ’cello pro- 
minence, but a more decisive seizing of the 
opportunity was required from Mr, Hamburg 
in order to balance the splendid tone and 
fine free playing of the violin. 

It. would have meant, of course, the correct- 
ng of a weakness in Schumann’s writing. 

en we came to the trio by Tchaikowsky, 
who understood, as Schumann did not, how 
to lay out an effective ’cello part, we had no 
cause to complain of lack of balance. There 
the thing settled itself, And, in Schumann, 
Mozart and Tchaikowsky alike, Mr, Hamburg 
was the equal of his colleagues in contributing 
to excellence of ensemble. It was a trio we 
heard, and not three individuals. Mr. Pirant's 
piano-playing was adjusted beautifully to the 
needs of the music. 

The Schumann trio—the one in D minor, 
remembered by the theme of the second 
movement, that is not unlike a theme of the 
same composer's i a s placed first. 
Thus the way was left clear for a very strik- 
ing juxtaposition of the little Mozart trio in 
G major with the Tchaikowsky trio in A 
minor. The latter comprises the theme and 
variations written ‘‘to the memory of a great 
artist” (Nicholas Rubinstein). 

In time there is, nearly enough, a hundred 
years between these compositions; but in 
technique and expression more than half the 
history of music separates them, If the 
Mozart trio was the one composed in 1786, it 
was the first of his compositions for this 

rticular group of instruments. Even so, it 
is hard to believe that the trio belonged to 
the year of “The: Marriage of Figaro,” for 
its expression is childish in comparison with 
the composer's orchestral and vocal work of 
the period. Jt is to the limitations of the 
clavecin that the backwardness of the trio- 
writmg must be ascribed. The tinkling little 
instrument held Mozart down to a kind of tov- 
music.

BOUNDARY ALARMS.

The story circulated early this morning 
that there was a plot engineered by some- 
, body to attack the offices of the Boundary 
Commission and destroy the results of its 
Jabours naturally attracted much atten- 
tion, and there were many visitors to the 
Commission offices to-day to ascertain the 
truth of the story. It was a little 
exaggerated, it is true, but it seems that 
there is solid foundation for what has 
been stated. It was on Saturday that the 
trouble began, when Scotland Yard decided 
to take steps to protect the Commission 
and its gráin he staff was detained 
much beyond the usual hour while the 
police were making the necessary inquiries, 
and a guard was left in the offices of the 
Commission in Clement’s Inn throughout 
Saturday night and Sunday. 

The guard remained in possession of the 
offices until to-day and is still there. The 
officials of the Commission know virtually 
nothing concerning the suggestion that 
there is a plot to destroy the papers, but 
they are little perturbed by the intel- 
ligence and pursue ‘their duties in the 
calmest manner. The Commission occupies 
an extensive suite of rooms in a big build- 
ing in Clement’s Inn, situated in the very 
shadow of the Law Courts. Entrance to 
these rooms has hitherto been free to any 
body. 


A Dablin Warning. 


It is understood that the communicatioa 
setting Scotland Yard in motion came 
from the Dublin police, who found a 
document during the search made on 
Friday morning last. This is said to 
have contained plans for an armed raid 
by Irish Republicans upon the Commission 
offices during the next few days, with the

Parliament Meets. 


It is very rarely that the House of 
Commons reassembles on a Monday. 
Tuesday is the chosen day, owing to the 
rule that time must be given to members 
living far away and unwilling to travel on 
Sunday. The rule was broken to-day, but 
nobody seemed to care; for the attendance 
was large, while some twenty-two members 
were waiting to enter when the doors of 
the Chamber were opened early this morn- 
ing. The earliest arrival was Mr. 
Stephen Mitchell, the member for Lanark, 
who arrived at six o'clock. Lady Astor 
arrived at a quarter before eight, which 
recalls the fact that all the women 
members of Parliament were in their 
places this afternoon. Lady Astor, Mrs. 
Hilton Phillipson and Miss Wilkinson 
were in their accustomed seats, while the

The Submarine Question. 


Members of Parliament were not a bit 
inclined to discuss the abolition of the 
submarine this evening, though admissions 
were made that such a step would be 
welcomed if national considerations per: 
mitted. The attitude of the Government 
towards this matter is interesting; for it 
is known that it is prepared to send 
plenipotentiaries to any place at any time 
to promote an agreement with regard to 
the limitation of under-water naval craft. 
It is no secret that in Government circles 
a further Disarmament Conference is re 
garded as the natural sequence to the 
signing of the Security Pact; but it wil! 
take time to call such a conference 
together. 


Cattle Restrictions, 


The restrictions announced on the move 
ment of store cattle in thirty English 
counties, which come into operation at 
midnight to-night, will inflict a severe 
blow to the cattle trade; but, if they 
fulfil their object in reducing the extent 
of the outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease, 
they will do far more good to the live 
stock industry than partial measures 
spread over a longer period. The pro- 
hibition is unusually drastic ; for, not only 
may Animals not be moved from or fo 
infected areas or the adjoining counties, 
but movement “within” the whole. area 
comprising the thirty counties is barred. 
As facilities are to be accorded for the 
holding of fat stock shows under strict 
supervision, and subject to the slaughter 
of the animals exhibited, the Smithfield 
Show and the other important Christmas 
season exhibitions of fat stock are not 
affected by the new regulations, except 
that permits for the movement of the 
animals will be necessary. 

Flying Competitions. 

An important change in the attitude of 
the Air Ministry to the participation of 
officers of the Royal Air Force in inter 
national competitions is foreshadowed by 
a meeting which is to take place during 
the next few days between representatives 
of the Ministry and the Royal Aero 
Club for the -urvose of discussing arrange- 
ments for next.year’s Schneider Cup race. 
The Government hitherto has refused pe'- 
mission to officers on the active list to 
take part in the world’s most importan' 
sea-plane race. The winning team % 
Baltimore last month was composed of one 
American pilot from the Army and two 
from the Navy, and. if British officers are 
lo'be permitted to fly in next year’s race, 
the training must begin early in the new 
year,

AM in a position to state that the 
| Government of the Irish Free State 
has decided to negotiate trade treaties or 
agreements with France and Germany, 

nd that already, with this end in view, 
‘he “ preliminary conversations '” have 
been initiated in Dublin. 

It is not as yet possible to say when, 

r where, the official negotiations with the 
representatives of the two foreign Govern- 
ments will begin, but, in the case of 
France at least, the conversaticns have, 
I understand, been proceeding lorg enough 
to warrant the assumption that the final 
draft of an agreement is now in course 
of preparation, With regard to Germany, 
it is stated that conversations between the 
yepresentatives of the Ministry of Ex- 

ternal Affairs and of the Consulate- 

General have only recently begun, and 
that a good deal of time must elapse 
before a basis for official negotiation is 
agreed upon. 

What form a commercial treaty or 
agreement with Germany would take must, 
for the present, remain a sub ect for 
speculation, more especially in vi. v of the 
fact that the total -alue of our exports 
to Germany is virtually negligible by 
comparison with the total value of our 
imports from that country. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the ground is now 
being prepared for the negotiation of such 
a treaty, and, if present intentions count 
for anything, there is little reason to 
doubt that by the end of another year it 
will have become an accomplished fact. 

The extent of the Dominions’ powers in 
the matter of treaty-making seems not to 
have been defined in any way until the 
Imperial Conference of 1923. The Con- 
ference, which was held in London, was 
attended by all the overseas Prime 
Ministers, and the representatives present 
from the Free State were President Cos- 
grave, Dr. MacNeill, Mr. O'Higgins, Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald and Mr. Richard 
Mulcahy. From the off :ial summary of 
the proceedings one gathers that the prin- 
ciples governing ..e relations ‘of the 
various parts of the Empire in connection 
with the negotiation, signature and rati- 
fication of treaties were regarded by the 
Conference as being of the greatest im- 
portance. It was on that account that a 
committee was set up to examine the 
subject 


THE COMMITTEE’S FUNCTIONS. 


This committee, on which the Free State 
was represented by Mr. Fitzgerald, held 
many sittings (all of them presided over 
the lite Marquess Curzon), and 
eventually presented its report in the form 


by 


oi a resolution to the Conference. The 
resolution, which was, unanimously ap- 
proved, begins in’ this way: “ The word 


‘treaty’ is used in .e sense of an agree- 
ment which, in accordance with the normal 
practice of diplomacy, would take the 
form of a treaty between the heads of 
States, signed by plenipotentiaries pro- 
vided with full powers issued by the heads 
of States, and authorising holders to con- 
clude a treaty. It is desirable that no 
treaty should be negotiated by any of the 
Governments of the Empire without due 
consideration of its possible effect on other 
parts of the Empire, or, if circumstances 
so demand, on the Empire as a whole. 
Before negotiations are opened by a 
Government of the Empire with the inten- 
tioa of concluding a treaty steps should be 
taken to ensure that any of the other 
Governments of the Empire likely to be 
interested are informed, so that, if any 
such Government considers that its 
interests would be affected, it may have 
an epportunity of expressing its views, or, 
when its interests are intimately involved, 
of participating in the negotiations, Bi- 
lateral treaties imposing obligations on one 
part of the Empire only should be signed 
by a representative of the Government of 
that part, but the full power issued to 


such representative should indicate the 
part of the Empire in respect of which 
the obligations will have to be undertaken, 
and the preamble and text of the treaty 
should be so worded as to make its scope 


clear.” 

The resolution then continues :—“ Apart 
from treaties made between heads of 
Statés, it is not unusual for agreements to 
be made between Governments. Such 
agreements, which are usually of a techni- 
cal or administrative character, are made 
in the names of signatory Governments 
and signed by representatives of those 
Governments, who do not act under full 
powers issued by the heads of States ; they 
are not ratified by the heads of States, 
though in some cases some form of accept- 
ance or corifirmation by the Governments 
concerned is employed. -As regards agree- 
ments of this nature, the existing practice 
should be continued, but before entering 
on any negotiations the Governments of 

“the Empire should consider whether the 
interests of any other part of the Empire 
may be affected, and, if so, steps should be 
taken to ensure that the Government of 
such part is informed of the proposed 
negotiations in order that it may have an 
opportunity of expressing its views. 


RATIFICATION OF TREATIES. 


“The ratification of treaties imposing 
obligations on one part of the Empire is 
(the resolution concludes) effected after 
consultation between the Governments of 
t* » parts of the Empire concerned. It 
is for each Government to decide whether 
Parliamentary approval or legislation is 
required before desire for or concurrence 
in ratification is intimated by that Govern- 
ment.” 

_ From the early portion of the resolution 
't seems clear that a careful distinction 
is made between a formal treaty between 
the heads of a State and a mere trade or 
commercial agreement or treaty between 
two countries. To the latter category the 
treaty, which it is ‘intended shall be 
negotiated with Germany, will, no doubt, 
belong. The procedure in that case would 
seem to be that a draft agreement having 
been prepared as the result of the pre-

liminary. conversations between the repre- 
sentatives of the two Governments, the 
Governor-General, through the Executive 
Council, would, delegate some person 
officially to negotiate and conclude the 
treaty on behalf of the Free State. In 
the case’ of a formal or, as it is now often 
called, a Head of State Treaty, the pro- 
cedure would be vastly different, and per- 
haps a good deal more complicated. The 
Dominion Government in this case would 
have to apply through the Colonial Office 
for authority. 

There is, it should be mentioned, 
already in existence a trade treaty between 
Great Britain and Germany which is ap- 
plicable to all the Dominions, the Free 
State. not excepted. 

This treaty is entitled a “ Treaty of 
Commerce and Navigation between the 
United Kingdom and Germany, and addi- 
tional Protocol signed “t London Decem- 
ber 2nd, 1924.’ 

Ratified only two months ago, the treaty 
contains 0. article -efihing the position 
of the Dominions. Article ól says:— 
‘The stipulations of the present treaty 
shall not be applicable to India, or to any 
of His Britannic Majesty's self-governing 
Dominions, Colonies, possessions, or Pro- 
tectorates unless notice is given by His 
Britannic Majesty’s representative at 
Berlin of the desire of His Britannic 
Majesty that the said stipulation; shall 
apply to any such treaty. 


“MOST FAVOURED NATION” 
GLAUSE. 

“ Nevertheless, goods produced or manu- 
factured in India or in any of His 
Britannic Majesty’s self-governing Domi- 
nions, Colonies, Possessions or Protectorates 
shall enjoy in Germany complete and un- 
conditional ‘ most favoured nation ’ treat- 
ment so long as goods produced or manu- 
factured in Germany are accorded in India 


gove:uing Dominions, etc., etc., treatment 
as favourable as that accorded to goods 
manufactured in any other foreign 
country. 

“ As regards any of His Britannic 
Majesty’s self-governing Dominions, 
Colonies, Possessions, or Protectorates to 
which the provisions of the present treaiy 
shall not have been applied by 1st Sep- 
tember, 1926, the provisions of the second 
paragraph of this article shall cease to 
operate three months after notice has been 
given at any time after that date to His 
Britannic Majesty’s representative at 
Berlin on behalf of the German Reich.” 

From the terms of this article it is clear 
that the provisions of the Treaty will be 
taken to apply to a!l those Dominions on 
whose behalf it is ‘timated that they 
desire it should so apply. A certain time 
limit is specified in which they can make 
‘such intimation (through His Majesty's 
Government). Until 1st September, 1926, 
all goods manufactured or produced .n 
the Free State will receive unconditional 
favoured nation treatment in Germany, 
provided, of course, that similar treat- 
ment is accorded by the Free State to 
goods manufactured in Germany. fí, 
before the 1st September, 1926, the Free 
State failed at any time in the intervening 
period to accord such reciprocal treatment 
to German goods, the German Govern:

MARSHAL  FOCH IN

officially conveyed to the German Govern- 
ment No military representatives. were’ pre- 
sent at the opéning of the meeting, but 
Marshal Foch and other members of the 
Versailles Committee arrived half an hour 
ater. 

The Conférence agreed upon the text of the 
Note, which will be delivered to Germany 
to-night, confirming the decision conveyed 
orally on Saturday to Dr. von Hoesch, the 
German Ambassador in Paris, to begin the 
evacuation of Cologne on December 1. 

It is understood that the Note confirms an 
agreement between the Foch Committee and 
representatives of the Wilhelmstrasse regard- 
ing the steps to be taken for the fulfilment by 
Germany, to the satisfaction of the Allies, cf 
outstanding demands regarding disarmament, 
the principal of which concerns the police. 

The Note states that, in the circumstances, 
the evacuatior of Cologne will begin on De- 
cember Ist, and will be completed. so far as 
possible, by January ólst. In the event of 
grave material circumstances preventing the 
comnlete evacuation by January 31, February 
20 is given as a second tentrtive date for the 
end of the evacuation. The material cir- 
cumstances in mind are, for example, the 
flooding of the Rhine. 

The Note holds out the hone of an early 
withdrawal of the Inter-Allied Control Com- 
mittee from Berlin. It concludes with a 
reference to Locarno, and trusts that the 
coincidence of the commencemert of the 
evacuation of Cologne and the signature of 
the Locarno Treaty in London, on December 
Ist, will open a new period in the relations 
between the Allies and Germany.

CATTLE DISEASE 
ORDER. 


PROBABLE EFFECT ON 
IRISH TRADE.

PRECAUTIONS IN THE 
FREE STATE,

The new Order of the British Board ol 
Agriculture restricting the movement of 
cattle, sheep, pigs and goats in thirty- 
two of the English counties came into 
operation at midnight yesterday. Its effect 
on the Irish cattle export trade will be 
known. only in the course of time.__ Should 
the restrictions last. only for the specified 
three weeks, the injury resulting to the 
trade will not be very serious; but, if that 
period is extended, or if the ‘necessity 
should arise for more stringent regula- 
tions; the feeders and shippers of [rish 
cattle will be badly hit. 

An Irish Times representative who called 
at the Ministry for Lands and Agriculture 
in Dublin yesterday was informed that 
the Order of Saturday last came so 
suddenly that neither they nor the country 
had had time ‘o consider the fulness of 
its ‘effects. They were convinced that the 
situation in England must be very serious 
to call for such drastic regulations as the 
closing of so many impor:.nt markets and 
the stoppage of hunting over a wide area. 


THE ORDER. 


EFFECT AT THE PORTS. 


The actual wording of the Order may not 
convey to many a full understanding of wh 
it really effects. Without cny outbreak of 
tha disease in Great Britain Irish st~es 
landed at approved ports had to be kept 
under observation for six days. When the 
disease appeared in October last an Order was 
made Gen oi oró certain parts oí Lancashire, 
Cheshire and Derbyshire as 'infected areas, 
and naming Manchester, Preston and Fleet- 
wood as ports at which cattle could be 
landed for immediate slaughter only. That 
Order still stands. Stores or fat cattle or 
Janded at these ports. must 
slaughtered. 

The latest Order is not so drastic as may 
appear at first sight, as it does not insist on 
the slaughter of all animals Cattle may 
be landed at Heysham, Birkenhead, Bristol, 
or Southampton, but the last-named place is 
not an Irish cattle port. The beasts so landed 
may be & más oh | in an approved place, or 
thev may be sent to any destination within 
the thirty-two counties specified in the new 
Order, and detained there under observation 
for twenty-one days. They can be moved 
from the place of landing only under. very 
strict regulations designed to keep an ac- 
curate record of each animal. In this way 
Irish store cattle can be disposed of for feed- 
ing, but not, of céurse, in the public markets, 
which are all closed. 


SCOTT ORTS STILL OPEN. 


It must embered that all Scotland is 
still open for Irish cattle, as are most of the 


landing-place. The officials in the Department 
in Dublin hope that the situation in England 
will be well under control at the end of the 
three weeks specified, but, of course, they 
are unable to say what may occur if an im- 
provement is not shown before the expiration 
of that period. 


FREE STATE PRECAUTIONS, 


Our representative was informed that with 
the new development in England the existing 
regulations designed to keep the disease out 
of Ireland will be enforced with the utmost 
vigour by the officials in charge at the ports 
here. Briefly stated, these safeguards are :— 

Cattle, sheep or pigs are not allowed to 
enter at any port in the Free State. 

Other animals, as well as poultry, are 
allowed in only on special permit. 

The import of hay and straw is forbidden. 

There is a thorough disinfection on arrival 
of all persons who are likely to have been in 
contact with cattle, sheep or pigs in Great 
Britain. This regulation is extended to cover 
all persons, such as returning harvesters, 
known to have come from an agricultural 
district across the water. 

The regulation for the import of dogs is 
simple and effective. A dog will be allowed in 
only if accompanied by a form filled in and 
signed by the responsible officer of thé local 
authority in Great Britain, certifying that 
within the preceding two months there was 
no outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease within 
five miles of the British place of residence of 
the animal. A person who desires to get a 
dog over must obtain the form here and send 
it to the local authority on the other side. 
If there is any straw used for its bedding in 
transit the dog will be sent back to the con: 
signor,

ESTIMATED COMPENSATION 
£184,000. 


Sir H. Barnston writes, in reply to Sir 
Granville Wheler, in the House of Commons, 
that ten outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease 
occurred during the week-end, from 9 p.m. on 
Friday to 12 noon on Monday. One of these 
—at Liddington, near Swindon—was in a free 
area, and the remainder were in existing 
infected areas. 

A detailed statement appended to the 
Minister's reply shows that the outbreaks in 
question occurred, in addition to the locality 
mentioned, at Roydon, Ware and Ingatestone 
(Essex), Warborough and Wallingford 
(Oxford), Rochdale (Lancashire), Eccleshall 
(Staffordshire), and Box, Chippenham, Over- 
ton, Marlborough, Dauntsey, Chippenham and 
Melksham Without. The animals authorised 
to be slaughtered are:—Cattle 355, sheep 
1,916, pigs 98, and goats 6. A summary of 
the position since the 25th of September last 
shows that the number of outbreaks has been 
160, and that the number of counties now 
under infected area restrictions is 16. The 
total number of animals slaughtered, or au- 
thorised to be slaughtered, is :—Cattle 5.037, 
sheep 5,277, pigs 1,797, and koats 25, and the 
estimated gross compensation is £184,000.

THE COLOGNE AREA, 


COMING EVACUATION. 
——@———— 


In the course of avleading. article upon the 
forthcoming evacuation of. Cologne by the 
British troops; TAe Times -observes :—On the 
lst of December the order will be given to 
march out from Cologne—just seven years 
after the regiments of the Empire, under Lord 
Plumer, firey come to the. Rhine ,in the flush 
of vietory...The task of an occapying force in 
alien territory is trying at the best of times. 
The dull routine of occupation gives little 
scope for the qualities that bring distinction 
in the field; but the British troops in Cologne 
have displayed tact, restraint and discipline in 
a situation that grew more and more irksome 
as the slow years dragged on. They have an 
exrellent record. The Ruhr period bronght 
complications -hat were at times almost in- 
tolerable. Difficulties. of another kind ap- 
eared this year when the German population 

egan plainly to show its impatience at the 
postponement of the evacuation. Happily, 
the ud watch is over at last. A much- 
reduced British contingent will be transferred 
to Wiesbaden from what has become largely 
a ceremonial and a symbolic duty. The 
Cologne area will be entirely free, and that 
fact will dominate what remains of the occu- 

ation, just as the occupation of the Ruhr in 
Suended ie an exactly contrary sense the whol: 
situation of the Rhineland. 

What has happened, indeed, is a complete 
reversal of the Ruhr policy. The watch on 
the Rhine has been transferred to a force 
more powerful than armies. , When the Treaty 
of Locarno comes into full operation it, rather 
than the minutiae of the Peace Treaty, wil!

which was reshaped at Versailles. The 
restoration of the Rhineland clearly demon 
strates that that new period has begun. (ier.

‘CRIMINAL JUSTICE BILL 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The House of Commons was well filled this 
afternoon when the Speaker took the chair— 
that is, so far as the floor of the House was 
concerned. Members were very animated, and 
many were the exchanges of greetings across 
the floor. Mr. Will Thorne received quite an 
ovation on entering to take his seat. Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain was warmly cheered on 
taking his place, but Mr. Baldwin entered 
almost unnoticed and uncheered. 

No time was lost in getting to business, and 
a list of forty questiens on the Order Paper 
was dismissed very quickly. An interesting 
one by Mr. Herbert Williams, concerning the 
claim of’ the British Government under 
Article S ef’the Irish Treaty, was not put. 

The Prime Minister, in reply to Commander 
Bellairs, announced that the Government 1- 
tended to drop no fewer than four of* the 
measures mentioned in the King’s Speech. 

COMMUNISTS AND FASCISTI. 

Mr. Lansbury was early on his feet, and, 
in his “heavy father” manner, took the 
Home Secretary to task on his action regard- 
ing the Communists. He maintained that it 
was not contrary te the law “ to propagand.” 
Roars of laughter hailed this addition to the 
English language, but Mr. Lansbury would 
not be turned aside, and, frowning at the 
Government benches, he repeated ‘‘to pro- 
pagand ” with emphasis. The Home Secretary 
was. very kind 'to him and let him rage 
furiously, but in the end nothing came of the 
question. . 

The Order Paper exhausted, Mr, Lansbury 
again rose ahd’ éalled attention to the 
activities of the Fascisti. whom he accused of 
marching about the streets, armed, and drill- 
ing and committing other iniguities from the 
Communist point of view. The Home Secre- 
tary said that such things were quite illegal 
and would not be permitted, but he did not 
think that they were taking place.

BISHOP’S HEATED PROTEST. 


At the largely attended autumn session of 
the Church Assembly, comprising clergy and 
laity, in the Church House, Westminster, 
yesterday, the report of the Committee on 
Patronage and Tenure of Benefices was con- 
sidered. 

Sir Lewis Dibdin moved, in accordance with 
the report, that the Diocesan Board of 
Patronage should consist of the bishop of the 
diocese, who should be ez-oficio. chairman ; 
the archdeacon in whose archdeaconry the 
vacancy Occurred, two beneficed clergymen, 
and four laymen elected by the Diocesan Con- 
ference. 

The Bishop of Truro .protested against 
the that the bishop should be 


Patronage. What was prescribed, he said, 
was nothing but a caucus. The bishop would 
only be a sort of secretary, and no provision 
was made for his exercising his primary re- 
sponsibilities for the cure of souls in his 
diocese. He was to become merely a voting 
member of the whole body. Was this a 
proper position for a bishop! They were 
reaching a ridiculous situation. He moved to 
omit the words relating to the ex-officio yosi- 
tion of the bishop. 

The Archbishop of York deprecated the use 
of the word ‘‘ caucus ". as applied to the pro- 
posed Board. He said that it was a most un- 
fortunate expression, and gave an entire 
misconception of the design and function of 
the Board in dealing with the important 
matter of patronage of benefices throughout a 
diocese, 

Sir Lewis Dibdin said that the Bishop of 


Truro’s proposal was really a wrecking amend- 
ment. The whole of the bishop's power to 
refuse institution would not be interfered 
with. They should not wreck the scheme 


while it was in the making. 

The Bishop of Manchester said that the 
bishops would lose none of their powers.

THEFT. 


TWO MEN SENT FOR 
TRIAL.

(BEFORE MR Serve R? 

James Lee (21), la r, Kimmage Cot- 
tages, and Maurice Fenlon (33), general 
dealer, St. Mary’s lane, were returned for 
trial to the Circuit Court in connection with 
the armed raid on the Masterpiece Cinema, 
Talbot street, last Monday, when the war 
film, ' Ypres,’ was stolen. Lee was charged 
with conspiracy to steal, and Fenlon with 
conspiracy and with being an accessory he- 
fore the fact, by giving his motor car for the 
commission of a felony. 

John Mayne, Ballybough, an employé of 
the M jece Cinema, answering Mr. 
O'Flaherty (State Solicitor’s Office), said that 
on Monday last, at about 2.30 o’clock, three 
men, armed with revolvers, went to him in 
the operating box and asked for the film 
‘‘Ypres,”’ “in the name of ‘the Republic.”’ 
The witness’s brother handed them part of 
the film from the machine, and then went to 
an iron box and took the remainder of the 
film themselves. He and his brother followed 
the men downstairs and caught one of them 
—Lee—in the lourige. There was “a bit of 
a scuffle,” and witness's brother took a gun 
from. Lee. 

The Justice—He did not make use of the 
gun ! 

The witness—He did not get time. 

Asked whether he would recognise either 
of the other two men, the witness said that 
he could not. 

Arthur Moyne, another employé of the 
cinema and a brother of the last witness, 
said that they were waiting to start the 
“ghow ” when he saw a man going up the 
stairs.

REMARKABLE STORY TOLD TO 
POLICE. 


John O'Dell, described as an _ electrical 
engineer, who was staying at Jury's Hotel 
when arrested, was charged by Detective- 
Inspector O'Connell with fraudulently induc- 
ing an Army officer to endorge a cheque for 
£5, drawn on Barclay’s Bank, and with 
obtaining £5 by a worthless cheque from 
James Fleming, publican, Molesworth street, 
on the órd inst. 

When questioned by the police, it was 
stated, the accused man said that he had 
been in British East Africa and returned to 
England in August last, and lived at Queen’s 
Gate terrace, London. He described himself 
as Major O'Dell, and subsequently as an ex- 
Major. He spent all his cash in London, and 
then went to Portsmouth, where he earned 
sufficient money to bring him to Ireland. He 
came to this country on the 25th ult. and 
stayed at the Club House Hotel, Kildare. 

He stole the cheque book, he said, in the 
house in which he stayed in London, and he 
drew several cheques on Barclay’s Bank, 
although he had no account there. Two of 
these were drawn in Kildare in favour of a 
Mr. Burke, a bookmaker, for bets. He Jost 
on the first cheque, which was for £6, but 
won on the second, for £10, and this cheque 
was returned to him with £25 winnings. He 
then came to Dublin and stayed at Jury's 
Hotel. He admitted issuing the cheques which 
formed the subject of the charge, but regretted 
having done so. He added: “The cheque 
book in my possession was a continual tempta- 
tion to me, and I fell.”
